Downes’ Story of 
Meeting Batson. 


Mr. Downes is a very intelligent man, 
and, as he himself says, averse to caplial 

unishment. He regretted very much that 

e had unfortunately been made a wit- 
ness in the case, and expressed sorrow 
for the young man, while at the same 
time he was horrified at the terrib‘e crime 
which had been charged to Batson or Earl, 
as he had known him. 

“I'll tell you all I know of the matter, 
although I confess that Iam sick and tired 
of telling the tale, I have never yet given 
a full account of the transaction which 
led to the discovery of the butchery, so ! 
will tell you the story from beginning ‘{o 
end, and as I tell it to you you will find I 
will testify to when the trial comes off,’’ 
said Mr. ownes, as he seated himself in 
the Picayune office. 

Some people say it was Saturday. the 
16th, that + ey saw Batson, but I’m sure 
that it was Friday, Feb. 14, and no other 
day, and that I can readily prove should 
any doubt exist as to my accuracy as to 
the day.

At the Presbyterian Hospital he aston- 
ished physicians and _ ge by the ap- 
parent ease with which he could acceler- 
ate the action of his heart, controlling that 
organ at will so as to increase its pulsa- 
tions to 105. The doctors, after making a 
strict examination of the man, declared 
him to be a physical curiosity. 

Gray's mode of “doing business,’’ ac- 
cord rng to those who say they have been 
victimized by him, is to fall to the side- 
walk in front of fine private residences. 
Usually he ts carried inside and dosed with 
restoratives. After reviving—that is, to ail 
appearances—he tells a pitiful story about 
his misfortunes, and gifts, money and sym- 
pathy are ‘avished upon him.

Gray insisted that he really ee sick, 
so Leazenbee took him to the heen tal and 
thence to the station. On the way Gray 
made a desperate effort to escape, at- 
tempting, Leazenbee says, to draw a knife 
from his pocket. He did succeed in break- 
ing away, but was recaptured after a chase 
of a block. In seven days —_ complaints 
had been received against ray. is fa- 
ther is said to be a well-to-do business 
man of Brooklyn.

He was one of six Republi- 
cans in the state convention and one of the 
most forceful of the advocates of loyalty to 


James J. McBride. a well-known criminal] 
lawyer, and one of the most picturesque 
characters of St. Louis, died Tuesday morn- 
ing at his home, 65333 Magnolia avenue, 
from heart trouble 

Mr. McBride was until a few years ago 


one of the best-known attorneys in the city 
in the defense of criminal cases. We had 
his office at 1204 Clark avenue. 

He defended his son, Paul McBride. 
charged with the murder of a fireman, and 
secured his acquittal. 

McBride was accustomed to carry weap- 
ons, and was regarded as a man sensitive 
to the slightest affront. He was of a pe- 
culiar type of old-time lawyers, and dur- 
ing the days of his active iegal career in 
St. Louis occupied a unique place in the 
community.
